Brabman crossbreds: The first 
cross again was excellent, but 
there was a decline in weaning 
weights of calves from tbe suc- 
ceeding generations. Some of 
these crosses needed to be tried 
under controlled conditions to 
evaluate what was happening. 

Crossbreeding was started at 
the Everglades Experiment 
Station in 1944-45 and several 
reports were made in the ear- 
ly 1950's. 

Crossbreeding for market 
beef production is destined to, 
become an established practice 

in American agriculture. This 
positive statement is in oppo- - 
sition to the idéas promoted by 
some College authorities and 
breed associations as recently 
as 10 to 15 years ago. Gener- 
ally these ideas were that to 
breed to sires of one chosen 
breed in successive generations 
was the quickest route to pro- 
fitable beef production. No one 
questions the great progress 
which beef cattle have attained 
by this procedure. The contin- 
uance of breeding purebred cat- 
Че in all of the breeds is the 


foundation of any breeding sy- - 


stem or program for meat ani- 
mal production which can be 
successfull. 

The time never will arrive 
when all of the slaughter cat- 
tle will come from purebred 
or straightbred animals. How-

beef sires other than purebred 
or especially high quality 
straightbred will be very few 
and far between. Thus, the 
role of the breeder of purebred 
becomes established as the 
source of breeding sires for 
commercial beef producers. 
This indicates that breeders of 
purebred cattle must produce 
thé kind of animals that give 
the most production for the 
commercial operator. 

This idea is not in opposi- 
tion to show ring winners but 
may produce some changes in 
show ring standards. New me- 
thods of 
rates of individual animals be- 
ing shown, or И mature of 
their progeny, should aid a 
judge in selectiig the betier 
animals. We look for produc- 
tion records on cattle we “jud- 
ge" or select for purchase 404. 
yet Omit these important qual- 
ifications in the show ring. The 
buyer for meat “judges” each 
animal he bids on in the sale 
ring. In purebred cattle auc- 
tions more and more emphasis 
is being placed on produc- 
tion records, But “eye appeal 
still rules the show ring judge. 
PURE BRED CATTLE 

Breeders of purebred cattle 
in all of the beef breeds 
should continue and expand all 
of their programs for improve: 
ment These include produc- 
tion testing, classification, in- 
spection, and breed promotion 
plans. Each breed has charac- 
teristics which need emphasis. 
These will require a separate 
plan or program for each breed. 
An example of this is the great 
progress made by the Here- 
ford breeders in controlling 
dwarfism, which is also a pro- 
blem in some Angus herds, 
Angus cattle have fewer cases 
of cancer-eye than Herefords. 
Some Brahmans cows do not 
raise a'calf every year. This 
Character may be partly nut- 
ritional but also it is genetic 
and can be improved with se- 
lection. This may also be a 
problem needing special atten- 
„боп in the newer American 
breeds. 

Jmportance of production re- 
córds for beef cattle is increas- 
ing for both the commercial 
breeder and the purebred 
breeder. It is probable that the 
purebred breeder without pro- 
duction rcords on his cows and 
calves is destined sooner or lat. 
er for complete dispersal. How 
can he compete in this day 
and age without knowing which 
are his best producing cows? 

Crossbreeding for slaughter 
cattle pays big dividends. Wean- 
ed calves from crossbred cows 
sire) by purebred bulls will 
excell calves from the parent 
breeds by 10% to 20% or 
perhaps more in some breed 
combinations. Cattlemen who 
fatten steers have adopted the 
use of stilbestrol and they ex. 


pect from 6% to 8% improve- 
ment in their profits with 
steers; It is reported that 80 to 
85% of the steers fattened in 
the United States at present 
have had stilbestrol treatment. 
A similar percentage of the 
market hogs are now being 
produced through crossbreeding 
It has taken about 15 years to 
accomplish this. How long will 
it take the commercial cattle- 
men to increase their weaning 
and growth rates 10 to 20% 
through planned crossbreeding? 

Some modification of а two- 
breed crisscross breeding pro- 
gram can be oriented into most 
Commercial operations. The lar- 
ger operators can use sires of 
each breed continuously while 
smaller operations may require 
the use of one breed of sire for 
2 or 3 years and then a change

lar period. The 
cess of any breeding 

partly dependent on the qual- 
ity of sires selected. In each 
case the commercial producer 
is dependent on breeders of 
purbreds for his sires, which 
develops a continuing market 
for purebred sires. The pure- 
breed breeder must organize 
his production program to'sup- 
ply the kind of sires demanded. 

Crossbreeding should help 
the purebred breeder by de- 
veloping а continuing market 
for his bulls. When a purebred 
sire is sold to another breeder 
of. purebreds, “the progeny of 
this sire will continue to com- 
pete for the bull market. When 
such a bull is sold to a breeder 
of crossbreds, his male cross- 
bred calves will all be market- 
ed as meat animals, and as 
long as the producer of meat 
animals can purchase the kind 
of bulls he needs at a price he, 
can afford to pay, he will not 
attempt to produce bulls from 
his own herd. 

Crossbreeding also makes it 
possible for the cattleman to 
use а bull for a longer period 
of years because there is no 
inbreeding involved. 

A combination of three 
breeds may increase heterosis. 
lt айа increases the manage- 
ment problem and decreases 
uniformity which basically in- 
fluences selling value. If sat- 
isfactory results are obtained 
with two Breeds, there seems 
to be little as yet to recommend 
addition of a third breed. A 
three-breed plan may become 
a practical program in the fu- 
ture. 

The superior performance of 
crossbreds over their parent 
breeds is due to heterosis or 
hybrid vigor. A hybrid is an 
animal (or plant) bred from 
two species. The typical ex- 
ample in American agriculture 
is the mule. Heterosis or hybrid 
vigor is expressed by the added 
growth rate or productive ca- 
Pacity of two species over that 
of the parents. 


Heterosis or hybrid vigor is 
obtained in beef cattle when a 
purebred (or straightbred) of 
опе breed is mated to a similar 
animal of the opposite sex in 
another breed. For several 
years this was considered the 
only way to obtain bybrid vig- 
or. More recently, additional 
hybrid vigor has been obtained 
when a crossbred cow is mat- 
ed to'a purebred sire of either 
parent breed. This plan, makes 
it possible to retain the cross- 
bred cow in the breeding herd 
since she not only exhibits hy- 
brid vigor in her own growth 
but she shows it in her mother- 
ing ability, as her calyes sired 
growth rate than she did, When 
straightbred and crossbred 
cows are maintained together 
Under the same system of man- 
agement, the crossbred calves 
make more improvement in 
growth rate and weaning 
weight from one generation to 
the next than do the straight- 
bred calves of either parent 
breed. Successive generations 
from such crossbred cows may 
not produce as much heterosis 
as first’cross animals but there 
is additional growth response 
in each “succeeding 
xw h en ` combined-rwith "good 
management and . selection. 
How long will it be before the 
commercial cattleman "keeps 
his best crossbred females and 
mates them to purebred sires 
if he can get an increase in 
weaning weights and growth 
rates of his calves of 10 to 
20%? 

Breeds of cattle vary in their 
response to crossbreeding. 
When two beef breeds of Brit- 
ish origin are crossed there is 
approximátely 10% improve- 
ment in growth rate due to 
heterosis. Recent reports from 
Texas indicate that breeds from 
the European mainland such 
as Charolais or the large dairy 
breeds like Brown Swiss or 
Holstein, demonstrate more hy- 
brid vigor when crossed with 
Angus or Hereford than two 
beef breeds from the British 
Isles. Work in progress at the 
Range Cattle Station, Ona, Flor 
ida should increase our know- 
ledge about the crosses with 
Charolais, When the Brahman 
is crossed with these British 
breeds the heterosis effect is 
20% or more, Hence, breeders 
of purebred Brahman cattle are 
on the threshhold of а new de. 
mand for high quality sires 
which probably will not be re- 
stricted to the Gulf coast and 
southern states. 


Several new breeds of cat- 
Пе have been developed with- 
in the last 25 years. These us- 
ually are grouped together as 
the new American breeds. They 
are progeny of Brahman mix- 
ed with breeds of European 
origin, and include Santa Gert- 
rudis, Brangus, Beefmaster and 
Charbray. These breeds will 
fit into a crossbreeding. pro- 
gram with any of the other 
beef breeds. Research has not 
had time to find out how 
much heterosis these mew 
breeds will produce. dt is 
known that the Brangus and 
Angus is a promising combina- 
tion and the Santa Gertrudis 
breed has produced good re- 
sults when used with Herefords 
in a two-breed crisscross pro- 
gram. 

How do we know that bet- 
erosis is obtained when a pure- 
bred is mated to a crowbred? 
The breeding project now in 
progress at Everglades Experi- 
ment © tion, Belle Glade, Flor- 
ida is operated in а way that 
compares the growth rates of 
these crossbreds with straight- 
bred tattle in the parent 
breeds. The cows are divided 
into 9 herds, with 3 herds of 
about 36 cows bred to sires of

‘Yet the Commission took it 
on itself to condemn police de- 
partments that are equipping 
themselves for the riots of next 
Summer. It is to be hoped that 
police officials won't be deter- 
тей by the Commission's critic- 
ism. Law-abiding citizens must 
have adequate protection a- 
gainst rioters and looters. Over- 
whelming police force is the 
best way to prevent а riot and 
also the best way to halt one 
after it starts. This was the ex- 
perience of Philadelphia last 
summer. It made а real show 
of police strength and scared 
off the insurrectionists. 

Something more than polic- 
ing is needed, however. What 
is basically required is a new 
attitude on the part of the fed- 
eral government and the peo- 
ple who comment on public af- 
fairs, The Commission's report 

is indicative of what is wrong. 
It says, in effect, that the riot- 
ing is the fault of society, of 
the self-reliant citizens who 
mind their own business. This 
is absurd. 

It is not the task of Ameri- 
can society in general or gov- 
ernment in particular ‘to lavish 
gifts on every "disadvantaged" 
citizen so tbat he had the same 
amount of goods and services 
enjoyed by more productive, 
able and prudent citizens. Pea- 
ple aren't trappd in slums by 
society. If they are trapped, it 
is because they haven't taken 
advantage of the opportunities 
ibat exist in free enterprise 


‘America. People leave the slum 
all the time; people who are 
energetic and self-reliant. Oth- 
ers, unfortunately, don't have 
the will to work and get a- 
head. 

The danger we face extends 
beyond riots. The danger is 
that the least productive, least 
self-reliant, least independent 
elements will become convinc- 
ed tbat society owes them a 
living — a very good living. 
They also may become con- 
vinced that if society fails to 
pay, off handsomely, they have 
а fight lo. riot. 

In other words, we face the 
danger” of mob rule in this 
country. This, certainly, is not 
an idle fear, for so-called "wel- 
fare clients" im several cities 
already have banded together to 
exert political power, to in- 
crease their yield from the 

rs. The Commission on 
Civil Disorders, by its 
ridden report, has given incite- 
ment to riot and increased the 
danger from mobocracy.

Helen Adams Keller was 
born June 27, 1880, in Tus- 
cumbia, Alabama. Nineteen 
months later, shé caught Scar- 
let Fever, which left her blind 
and deaf for the rest of her 
life. Her parents, terriby up- 
set, took her to specialists all 
over the country, but they 
could do nothing to her, Fi 
ally she was taken to see Alex- 
ander Graham Bell who, be- 
sides being an inventor, also 
taught the deaf. Asa result 
of his advice, а young teacher, 
Miss Annie Sullivan, was hir- 
ed to teach Helen. From 1887 
ший Miss Sullivan's death, in 
1936, she remained Helen's 
teacher, 

Both teacher and pupil were 
remarkably gifted. Helen, af- 
ter living for six years in a 
sightless and soundless world, 
finally learned the manual al- 
phabet and the meaning of 
words. By placing her sensi- 
tive fingers on the lips and 
throat of her teacher she learn- 
ed to “hear” her speak. Three 
years later, she learned to speak

When Miss Keller was twen- 
ty she was able to enter Rad- 
cliffe College. She received her 
Bachelor of Arts degree in 
1904. with honors. She used 
textboks in braille and Miss 
Sullivan attended classes with 
her, spelling the lectures into 
her hand. 

Miss Keller helped to found 
the Massachusetts Commission 
for the Blind, and served on 
this commission. She raised 
more monye for the American 
Foundation for the Blind than 
any other person. She traveled 
and lectured widely and recei- 
ved honors and awards from 
foreign government and inter- 
national bodies. 

Today Miss Keller lives in 
Connecticut and is eighty-eight 
years old. Her hands are so 
tender from reading that her 
braille books are covered with 
silk. There is a Japanese lan- 
tern in front of Miss Keller's 
home that burns day and night, 
but when she dies it will go 
out.
